A Sensation in Dixie. 


‘The suit against the governor is one 
of the most sensational actions ever 
filed in Mississippi. It was entered 
originally in the federal court at Jack- 
son, and again in the federal court at 
Oxford, when counsel for the governor 
contended that while the governor was 
temporarily residing in the capital his 
home was in Oxford. 

Service was obtained on the execu- 
tive when he went to Oxford in Oc- 
tober to cast his vote in the general 
election; and at that time Judge 
Holmes set the hearing in the suit for 
Dec, 4. 

Counsel for the governor continued 
to fight off the suit in an effort to pre- 
vent it from coming to trial.

Fought on Technicalities. 


One of these was a motion asking 
that the affidavit attached to Miss 
Birkhead’s complaint be held insuffi- 
cient because no provisions were made 
for the costs of the Suit, and that it

Violated No Law.

PROBLEM WHEN 
IS A GENTLEMAN? 


All Because Prince 


Seeks a Duel.

ROME, Dec. 9.—{By Tribune Wire- 
less.J]—The German indemnity ques- 
tion, the Lausanne conference, and 
other important matters, all passed 
second in line today in Rome. 

The great question beforé™ foreign 
Roman society, especially the Amer- 
ican. colony, is whether Count Palogny, 
husband of Dorothy Deacon, and Prince 
Odescaichi, husband of the.former. Miss 
Labouchere,, who is the daughter of 
a British publisher, are gentlemen or 
not Former Premier Bonomi and 
Gen. Giardfho are the principals in the 
greatest question of chivalry on record 
in Italy. 

| ‘Not Considered Gentlemen. 

On March 21, 1922; an honor jury, 
presided over by Gen. Giardino, de- 
cided the prince and the count were 
not to be considered gentlemen, and 
therefore were not worthy 6f fighting 
a duel, in accordance with the laws of 
chivairy.. The two opponents. thus 
were unable to ;settle their differences 
with the eword. 

Recently Prince Odescalchi, who was 
an Austrian subject, was naturalized 
as an Italian citizen. ._He appealed to 
Sig. Bonomi, asking him to form a new 
honor jury to revise the edict. 

Big Bonomi accepted and pronounced

new citizenship, and therefore eligi- 
ble to ré@nter the circles of chivalry. 


Sends an Ultimatum. 

Gen. Giardino immediately took issue 
with Sig. Bonomi, sending him a vir- 
tual ultimatum and giving him until 3 
o'clock today to explain his “ unheard 
of action in revising a sentence which 
admitted no revision.” 

Sig. Bonomi replied, explaining that 
he did not mean to revise the sentence 
but to pronounce a new one based 
upon the fact that Prince Odescalchi 
was an Italian citizen and must be con- 
sidered a worthy gentieman. 

Gen. Giardino refused to accept Sig. 
Bonomi’s explanation and threatens to 
call a new henor jury to annul Sig. Bo- 
nomi'’s sentence and perhaps have him, 
too, expelled from chivalry circles. 


BUILDING AT RIO

RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 9.-—The

‘Clemenceau Ends Formal 
Tour at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 9.—[By the 

Associated Press.]-——Georges Clemen- 
'eeau, the grizzled French war pre 
‘mier, . today ended his “formal” 
| speaking mission to America before 
‘the Philadelphia Forum in the Acad- 
-emy of Music, with the broad intima- 
‘tion that he believed he had accom- 
‘plished all of the three purposes for 
‘which he forsook his cottage by the 
|sea in France. 
' Of two of them he evinced no doubt. 
He was confident he had convinced 
America that France was’ not a mili- 
taristic nor an imperialistic nation. 
He was equally sure he had spread 
conviction that France intended to pay 
her debt to America—not immediatery, 
perhaps, but ultimately. 

He requoted a paragraph from Pres- 
ident Harding’s annual message to 
congress yesterday as an indication 
tha the third point—bringing America 
back to the side of France and Eng- 
land—also was being accomplished. 


The President’s Words. 


The paragraph was the President's 
comment -on the four power pact 
which the executive said had brought 
“a new confidence in maintained 
peaee” and which he suggested 
“might be made a model for like as- 
surances, wherever in the world any 
common Interest are concerned.” 

“IT told yéur chief,” Clemenceau con- 
tinued, “that when he pondered on 
what I said to him; I believed his 


feeling would find its way toward us. 
And believe it has. But I don’t know 
what the diplomatists will make of it.” 

All the five “formal” addresses he 
had made before were blended in. this 
last of the series. Now he was the 
fiery Tiger, flashing defiance against 
France’s enemies; now, the advocate, 
carefully stating his case; now’an old 
man pleading for his native dand that 
she be not misunderstood. 

Several times he was interrupted by 
applause.- At the end he was given a 
long ovation. 


Visits Independence Hall. 


Clemenceau spoke at 11 a. m., after 
he had been taken through crowded 
downtown streets of Independence hall, 
‘the cradle of the nation—where 
he saw the historic liberty bell, and 
sat in the chair that John Hancock 
used, when he signed the Declaration 
of Independence. 

Crowds had massed about Independ- 
ence hall ahd he was cheered &s’he en- 
tered and as he left the famous old 
siructure. 

The Tiger drove immediately to his 
private car,. which left at 3:28 this 
afternoon for Chicago, where on Mon- 
day he will deliver a special message 
to the nation’s farmers Bas a farmers’ 
convention.’ 

Clemenceau plans to ‘ede tomor- 
row resting at Cresson, Pa., on the 
crest of the picturesque Allegheny 
mountains, resuming his journey Mon- 
day evening’ in time to reach Chicago. 
Monday morning. He speaks at noon 
and starts for New York at 5:30 p. m. 
the same day, arriving at 5:25 p. m.

“Before moving to this place I had 
all of my plans mapped out carefully.

ling my chickens. At the beginning I 
appreciated the value of naming & 
farm, especially a poultry farm, so I 
combined part of my wife's name with 
my own to form a name Fior-eddy.’ 


Each Had a Pedigree. 


All of the eggs used at Filor-eddy 
farm are from pedigreed birds. One 
hundred and eighteen eggs came from 
the flock of White Leghorns at Purdue 
university, Lafayette, Ind., and ninety- 
five hatched. Four settings came from 
the University of Oregon.,but because 
of the long shipping distance and the 
delay before they were put in the in 
eubator only fifteen of them hatched. 
Then fifty baby chicks at 50 cents each 
were bought from the pedigreed stock 
of White Leghorns at Cornell,univer- 
sity. This made a total of 160 baby 
chicks to start with, and 107 of them 
are still living. The Oregor. eggs cost 
$20; the Purdue eggs $12.98, and the 
Cornell baby chicks $25, a total of 
$57.98, or a fraction more than. 50 
cents each. Cornell sells only baby 
chicks. Each one came with a num.- 
bered leg band and a pedigee, showing 


the egg record of each hen for five’ 
generations back. 
Culling Flock Carefully. 

Every one of the 107 chicks—all 
White Leghorns—now 5 or 6 months 
old has bands on its legs, and in Capt. 
Weigle’s book is. kept the laying rec- 
ord of each bird’s ancestors. 

“I am culling the flock carefully and 
will keep only the best cockerels and 
pullets,” says Capt. Weigle. “Many 
of my pullets are laying and have been 
for several weeks. I am keeping a 
trap nest record of every pullet from 
the time she lays her first egg, so 
that in addition to my culling I gill 
know just what each bird produces at 
the end of a year. I will not use any 
of the eggs for incubation purposes 
until a year from -next spring. After 
keeping records of these pullets for a 
year I will know the laying ability of 
‘each bird and can select intelligently 
the ones to keep in breeding pens. 
Hens with:the highest. records will be 
put into the breeding pens with the 
best cockerels about the first of Jan- 
vary, 1924. 

“Authorities say that it is not a 
good policy to use eggs from pullets 
for incubation purposes. Pullet eggs 
are smalier than eggs produced by 
mature hens, and during the first year 
high producing pullets are worked 
hard and over a long period of time. 
They begin laying in late fall or early 
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winter and lay for four months before 


the eggs are used in the incubator in. 


the spring. But the next year the 
birds molt in the fall and early win- 
ter, and are in excellent condition 
when it comes time to save the eggs 
for the incubator in the spring.” 


Uses University Ration. 


The laying ration fed at Fior-eddy 
farm is used: by at least five different 
universities, according to Capt. Weigle. 
The mash is made up of equal parts 
of wheat bran, corn meal, ground oats, 
and a liberal portion of meat scraps. 
Three pounds of salt are mixed with 
every 500 pounds of mash. The mash 
is kept in a self feeder before the 
chickens at all times. Then a grain 
mixture of equal parts of cracked 
corn,: wheat, and oats is fed each 
morning and evening—twelve pounds 
a day to a hundred hens. The mash 
was fed dry until a few weeks ago when 
the birds were given wet mash to force 
egg production. Charcoal, oyster shell, 
and grit are kept before the layers 
at all times. Mangles and sprouted 
oats are being fed this winter.

Ham Fried in Seasonings. 

Fried ham, in spite of its enormous 
popularity, is seldom well cooked. A 
rather good fashion of doing the work 
that is used°even in public places, is 
to take boiled. ham and heat it up in 
fat. This is economical in a way, 
because exceedingly thin slices can be 
used, attractive for hot sandwiches, 
and may receive additional seasoning 
and be quickly finished ‘with little 
brown edges. In the case of raw ham 
the problem is a different one and some | 
cooks have tried to solve it by heating | 
the ham in water to boiling point and 
then frying it—so softening it as well 
as freshening it. 

Of course, there are many different 
sorts of ham, but almost any sort may 
be improved with seasonings edded in 
frying it. Some cider with the fats and 
dry seasonings in the pan will keep the 
temperature low and advantageous—it 
will not be dried up—and with a little 
sugar. will in the end give that little
